WASHINGTON—With rather desperate haste, the chief American political and strategie policy- 
makers are now working on plans to deal with the new situation created by “the atomic explosion 


somewhere in Russia.” 


Their directive from President Truman has been to evolve a program which 


will provide genuine security for this country, regardless of other considerations. 


According to those who should know, the 
President has responded to the challenge of the 
Beria bomb with the courage that marked his 
sponsorship of the draft bill two years ago. If 

’ Truman does not weaken, and his advisers do 
their jobs honestly and well, there can be only 
one result. The country will shortly be pre 
sented with a program entirely overshadowing 
all our previous great measures to solve the prob- 
lem of Soviet imperialism 


No hint of this fact has yet been given 
for two reasons. First, the program is not 
ready. Second, the President has calculated 
his timing very carefully. In order to avoid 
accusations of scare-mongering, he purposely 
delayed announcement of the Beria bomb 
until the Senate had safely passed the Mili- 
tary Aid Program for Europe. In the same 
manner, in order to avoid accusations of 
_warmongering, he is waiting now until the 
‘Soviets have proved once again that they 
will not accept true international control of 
nuclear energy. 


When this proof has been given, as it should 
shortly be, the time will come for President Tru- 
man to issue the rallying call for a great na- 
tional effort. The reasons why this effort must 
be so great are plainly inherent in the basic 
security situation. 

As was first disclosed in this space, all de- 
fense planning of the Joint Chiefs of Staff has 
long been founded on the expectation that the 
Beria bomb would be produced ‘in 1952. But the 
first Beria bomb has now been tested in 1949 
(and is considered by our scientists to have 
proved as powerfuj as our Nagasaki bomb, and 
therefore better than the bomb that destroyed 
Hiroshima). This in turn both violently con- 
tracts, and gives dire urgency to, the whole 
timetable. 

On the basis of the 1952 date, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff allowed five years for our de 
fense build-up, counting three years until the 
Soviets produced a bomb and two more for

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them to accumulate a decisive stockpile of their 
new weapon. The job for which five years was 
formerly allowed must now be done in two 
years at the outside. To take one specific ex- 


ample, the Joint Chiefs had projected expendi- 


tures of $1.8 to $2 billion annually for Euro- 
pean rearmament, intending to complete this 
vital program at a total cost of $8,000,000,000 to 
$10,000,000,000 at the end of the five-year period. 
The contraction of the time schedule will, if any- 
thing, increase the total cost. And thus Western 
European rearmament, if seriously carried for- 
ward, must become a $5,000,000,000 item in the 
1950 and 1951 budgets. 


This rule will hold for almost all defense 
spending. Moreover, mere physical defense is 
by no means the only problem. While this coun- 
try is presently beyond range of mass attack 
from Soviet bases, Europe is within easy range. 
A decisive stockpile of Beria bombs is defined 
as enough of these weapons to break all Euro- 
pean resistance. And these grim facts are al- 
ready having sharp political effects upon our 
allies, 

Unless we choose to confront an expanding 
Soviet empire in naked isolation, we must. there- 
fore, move forward on the political and eco- 
nomic fronts as well as on the defense front. 
Hard solutions.-must be found for all the At- 
lantic community’s pressing problems, such/ as 
those revealed bv the British economic crfisis. 
Even with this Kind of strong American support, 
our allies will need great courage not to desert 
the united front against Soviet imperialism. And 
if we fail our allies in any respect whatever, 
we must expect our allies to fail us. 


Add to the list of things to be done the 
task of safeguarding the free world’s weak 
Far Eastern flank. Remember, also, that there . 
can never be true peace without a funda- 
mental change in the world power balance, 
and that the best hope of this change lies 
in energetic steps to promote Titoism among 
Russia’s unhappy satellites: The sum of the 
essential program is seen te demand some- 
thing very like American peacetime mobi- 
lization for the cold war. 


Precisely because the effort demanded is so 
great, the implications of the Beria bomb are 
already becoming dirty words, unmentionable in 
polite society. Perhaps the President will, after 
all, avoid any crude public statement of the new 
facts of life in the world, or any troublesome 
attempt to deal with those facts. But one must 
hope that he will live up to the expectations of 
some of the best men around him; for the facts 
are’ facts, nonetheless, and will exact their pen- 
alty if ignored.

| SOMETIMES THE PLACE FOR 


THE ACE IS NOT ON 
THE KING 
+ That the place for the ace is 
on the king is good general doc- 
trine. It has been my observa- 
tion that there are entirely too 
many pointless refusals to take 
tricks while the taking is good. 
Unless there is a_ clear-cut 
reason to the contrary my ad- 
vice is to take your tricks where 
you find them and keep taking 
them in rapid succession. 
Where there exists a sound 
reason for refusing a trick, how- 
ever, it may become proper to 
hold up even though such action 
involves placing your ace on a 
deuce. An interesting exception 
to the general rule came up in 
today’s hand and was recog- 


nized by the West player. South © 


chose to open with three no- 
trump though technically he is 
a jack short of the require- 


| ments inasmuch as the hand con- 


| how 


tained a point count of only 24 
instead of the orthodox 25. But 
I am not inclined to quarrel 
with any player who, when the 
spirit moves him, exercises 
poetic license to the extent of 
one jack. 


I am distinctly opposed to ap- 


| proach tactics with hands of this 
| type and consequently do not 
| favor an opening bid of one 
| club, not so much for fear that 
| partner won’t keep the bidding 
| open, for it has been my ob- 
| servation

The opening lead was the 
queen of clubs taken by the 
king. Seven tricks were in sight 
and the only hope lay in devel- 
opment of the diamonds. If the 
ace were singly guarded there 
would be no trouble. Otherwise 
resort must be had to the frailtv 
of the opposition. The king of 
diamonds was played to trick 
two and there is a strong temp- 
tation on the part of West to win 
the trick, placing the ace on the 
king, particularly since this as- 
sures another diamond trick. 
But -West was not thinking in 
terms of one trick. He was try- 
ing to beat the hand. He realized 
that if he took this trick, de- 
clarer would duck the next one 
and thus be able to score in all 
three diamond tricks. So he 
sacrificed a trick by ducking. 
The suit was continued and the 
queen held the second trick, 
but that permanently retired the 
dummy and declarer was held 
to eight tricks.

EGLIN AIR FORCE BASE, Fila. 
—The much-decorated students of 
the Army’s Infantry School 
Fort Benning, Ga., will arrive here 
on Oct. 16 to witness Air Indoctri- 
nation Course II. 

Composed largely of World War 
II veterans, the current class of 
the Infantry School contains many 
heroes. One of the most outstand- 
ing of these students is Captain 
Ernest Childers, of Broken Arrow, 
Okla. 

It was on Sept. 22, 1943, near 
Oliverta, Italy, that Captain Chil- 
ders—then a newly-commissioned 
second lieutenant—made a one- 
man charge against four German 
machine gun nests strategically 
located atop a hill. Armed only 
with a carbine and suffering from 
a fractured ankle, he gained the 
crest of the hill where he put the 
machine guns out of action and 
killed the crews. 

For this courageous action above 
and beyond the call of duty,° he 
was awarded the Nation’s highest 
and most coveted decoration—the 
Congressional Medal of Honor.
